1. Information Disclosure Statement filed on 10/10/03 has been received. 
Information Disclosure Statement filed on 3/15/04 has been received. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

5. Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "for example" renders the claim indefinite because 
it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1,2,7,8,12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wolfsried (U. S. Patent no. 5,570,937). 

Wolfsried discusses detecting the moisture of the environment (102) and its effect on 
the brake system and applies a brake force to condition the brakes in a manner as to 
not be perceived by the driver (see abstract). The brake force is controlled by 
temperature (110). Retardation and Acceleration testing (see column4 line 39 - column 
5 line 1 0). Measuring temperature through energy or sensor (see column 4 lines 9-1 1 )

Frentzet al DE 19911902 C1 of which U. S. Patent no. 6,671,604 is the English 
equivalent. 

Frentz applies a braking force to condition the brake. The brake force is controlled 
based on the friction coefficient and is calculated by retardation and acceleration testing 
(see column 5 lines 35-51 ). Frentz et al discusses controlling based on temperature 
column 3 lines 1-2. 

9. Claims 9-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
